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Report of Public Utilities Commission. 



Under the provisions of chapter 238 of the Session Laws of Kansas 
of 1911, the Public Utilities Commission succeeded to the powers, au- 
thority and jurisdiction of the Board of Railroad Commissioners, and 
all the duties of that Board were transferred to and imposed upon the 
Commission. By the scope of that act the jurisdiction, authority And 
duties of the Commission were greatly enlarged, and the field of its 
activities was further broadened by the legislature of 1913. 

One of the duties of this Commission is embodied in section 7217 of 
the Greneral Statutes of Kansas for 1909^, which, among other things, 
provides that: 

"Said commissioners shall, on or before the first Monday in Decem- 
ber, in each even numbered year, make a report to the governor of their 
acts and proceedings for the preceding years, containing such facts, state- 
ments and explanations as will disclose the working of the systems of 
railroad transportation in this state, and its relations to the general 
business and prosperity of the citizens of the state, and such recommenda- 
tions in respect thereto as may seem appropriate." 

While this statute, in terms, requires a report covering only the work- 
ing of the systems of railroad transportation in the state, and its rela- 
tions to the general business and prosperity of its citizens, yet it is be- 
lieved by the Conmiission that the broadening of its powers, duties and 
jurisdiction by the legislature automatically carries with it the additional 
duty of incorporating into its report a brief but comprehensive summary 
of the result of its activities in every direction in which they have been 
exercised. This was evidently the view entertained by our predecessors, 
and we think it the correct one. 

During the past two years the work of the Commission has steadily 
increased. In every department of its activities and investigations new 
questions are continually presenting themselves, new complaints are .be- 
ing filed, and both the people and the utilities are coming to rely more 
and more upon the Commission for a fair and just settlement of the 
various and frequently intricate and perplexing problems which arise 
in the operation of public utilities, as well as in the interpretation and 
administration of the laws governing them. 

Not the least beneficial and satisfactory part of the work performed 
has been that which has not arisen upon formal complaint nor been 
developed by a formal hearing. Upon the receipt of an informal com- 
munication of any character, complaining of an injustice, discrimination, 
lack of service or improper practices of any kind on the part of a public 
utility, the policy and practice of the Commission has been to immediately 
enter into correspondence with the utility complained against; and in 
many if not in a majority of cases we have been able to bring about

adjustments and corrections satisfactory to all parties. All informal 
complaints of this character are carried upon what is known as the 
"suspense docket." In case of a satisfactory adjustment, such complaints 
go no further; but in case no adjustment is reached after a reasonable 
effort, all such complaints are formally docketed and set for hearing and 
determination in the usual manner. 

By the terms and provisions of the public utilities law some extensive 
classes of utilities are not under the jurisdiction of this Commission. 
These include municipally owned utilities, mutual telephone companies 
as defined by statute, and public utilities and common carriers situated 
and operated wholly or principally within any city, or principally operated 
for the benefit of such city or its people. In not a few cases officers of 
cities in which are located utilities over which this Commission neither 
had nor claimed jurisdiction have applied to the Commission for advice 
and assistance in perplexing situations. This was especially true in re- 
lation to water problems in various parts of the state, and any counsel 
or reasonable assistance which could be given by the Commission or its 
engineering department was cheerfully rendered. While such duty is 
not imposed by the positive terms of the law, we have acted upon the 
assumption that this Commission was created to benefit, whenever prac- 
ticable, any of the people, or all of the people, of the state, and that 
where such a service could be performed by the Commission or any of 
its agencies, without imposing any additional burden upon the public, 
such performance became its manifest duty. 

No stated or fixed dates or periods are established in advance, by any 
rule or order of the Commission, for the holding of sessions or the trans- 
action of Business. Except for a brief period of summer vacation, the 
Commission is engaged at all legal dates in the transaction of business, 
either at its office in Topeka or at some point in the state at which a hear- 
ing has been assigned. Cases are assigned for hearing at a specific 
point, usually from thirty to forty days in advance, as may suit the con- 
venience of the parties, the requirements of the laws, and the exigencies 
of business. The demands of the work have at times been so pressing 
and the number and importance of cases so great that cases have fre- 
quently been set for hearing for longer periods in advance than would 
have been done under different conditions. 

It has been, and is, the practice and policy of the Commission to hold 
investigations and take testimony upon complaints, so far as reasonably 
practicable, at the point where the complaints originate. We deem this 
best for several reasons, chief of which is economy and convenience to 
those primarily and principally interested in the subject matter of the 
complaints. It frequently happens that large numbers of people are in- 
terested in a hearing and in the relief sought, and that many witnesses 
are required to testify. In some cases the holding of an investigation 
at Topeka would practically preclude the attendance of many who wish, 
and should be permitted, to attend. Holding the investigation and taking 
the testimony at the point where the complaint originates has the further 
advantage of enabling the Commission to obtain a first view and under- 
standing of local conditions, which is frequently essential. When the 
hearing of a complaint is held at some point other than Topeka, the 
testimony is usually taken by one or two of the commissioners. It is the 
purpose and general policy of the Commission that one member should.

so far as practicable, remain at the Topeka office to consult with those 
desiring to interview the Commission on urgent public business, and to 
attend to matters of detail requiring prompt action. The law specifically 
contemplates and authorizes hearings and investigations by or before 
one or more commissioners; and, indeed, this practice is almost absolutely 
necessary to the prompt transaction of public business. But in all such 
cases, and in all cases except such as are merely formal, the evidence 
is transcribed, each commissioner is furnished with a copy, and all en- 
deavor to thoroughly familiarize themselves with the evidence. Every 
decision rendered and every order made is the consensus of opinion of all 
members of the Commission, and not merely the judgment of the one 
or more who originally may have conducted the hearing. 

Aside from the suspense docket, to which reference has already been 
made, all matters coming before the Commission for consideration or 
action are regularly docketed under two general heads: 

First, There is carried what is denominated the carriers' rate-adjust- 
ment (C. R. A.) docket, in which is entered and classified all cases and 
matters involving requests of the carriers for specific or general changes 
in rates. Most of the investigations resulting from applications for a 
change in either passenger or freight rates require technical and expert 
knowledge regarding tariffs and classifications; and, while each individual 
case passes under the eye of the Commission, nearly all the investigation 
and preparatory work has been done by our commerce counsel and the 
rate clerks, who are peculiarly qualified to perform duties of this char- 
acter. This branch, or division, of the service has not been onerous upon 
the Commission, but has necessarily involved the commerce counsel and 
rate clerks in a great amount of labor. 

Nevertheless, several cases of this character consumed much time and 
received especial care and attention from the Commission itself. In the 
express rate case, the freight classification case, the application for a 
higher minimum weight on carload shipments of freight, and other kin- 
dred matters, formal hearings were held, a mass of testimony was in- 
troduced and considered, and written opinions were rendered and filed.

In a report of this character, necessarily brief, it is not practicable 
to give a synopsis of what has been done in more than a few of those 
cases; but it may be useful and instructive to outline what has been ac- 
complished in some of the more important matters. 

Many cases involving the investigation of freight rates, passenger 
rates, express rates, and charges of railroad companies, express com- 
panies, and various other kinds of public utilities, such as telephone 
companies, electric-light companies, natural-gas companies and water 
companies, have been presented to the Commission within the last two 
years. These cases amount in the aggregate, as has been stated, to 
several hundred, and have involved numerous and sometimes lengthy 
hearings upon the complaints filed. 

A few of the more important of these cases may be summarized : 

1. Late in 1911 the Kansas Natural Gas Company undertook to ad- 
vance its rates on gas in Kansas City, Kan., without the consent of the 
Public Utilities Commission. In January, 1912, by direction of the Com- 
mission, a suit was brought in the supreme court of the state of Kansas, 
praying an injunction prohibiting the gas company from advancing its 
rates. An injunction was granted by the supreme court. Subsequently 
the gas company appealed the case from the decision of that court to the 
supreme court of the United States, where the case was later heard and 
the decision of the supreme court of the state was affirmed on January 5, 
1914. The gas company had in the meantime collected the advanced rate 
under bond requiring it to refund the overcharge to the consumers in 
case the decision of the supreme court should be affirmed. After the de- 
cision of the supreme court of the United States the gas company re- 
funded to the consumers of gas in Kansas City, Kan., over $47,000 on 
account of these overcharges. 

2. During the year 1913 the Kansas Natural Gas Company made ap- 
plication to the Commission for permission to advance its rates to all 
consumers supplied by it in Kansas. Exhaustive hearings, extending 
over several weeks, were undertaken and carried on, and a voluminous 
record was made. After full argument and consideration, the Commission 
entered an order declining the advance in these gas rates, and the people 
were saved the additional expense which they would have incurred ia 
case the advance in rates had been permitted. 

3. The Commission, on its own motion, entered upon a general in- 
quiry regarding the quality and character of gas supplied by the various 
natural-gas companies in Kansas. A hearing was had at Wichita, which 
disclosed the fact that an inferior quality of gas was supplied to con- 
sumers by the Wichita Natural Gas. Company. As a consequence of the 
investigation that company located the wells producing the inferior grade

of gas and discontinued taking a supply from them, after which the 
service was much improved, and there has been no further complaint 
made to the Commission on account of the inferior quality of gas fur- 
nished. 

However, the Commission has continued this case for further investi- 
gation, with a view to, perhaps, establishing a standard of measurements, 
pressure and quality in heat units, to be adopted for application by 
natural-gas companies engaged in supplying natural gas to the people of 
Kansas. This hearing will be resumed in the near future, and general 
rules covering the subject will probably be promulgated by the Commis- 
sion. 

4. An important hearing by the Commission was upon complaint re- 
garding the terminal facilities and transportation service furnished at the 
Kansas City stockyards. An exhaustive investigation was made; but 
the Commission, after a full examination of the matter, decided that it 
had no jurisdiction over the Kansas City stockyards, but found that the 
facilities in these yards were very inadequate and should be improved. 
This matter will be called to the attention of the legislature during the 
approaching session, and recommendations will be made to amend the 
public utilities law so as to bring stockyard companies under the juris- 
diction of the Commission. 

A copy of the opinion and findings of the Commission in this matter 
will be found in an appendix to this report. 

5. The Commission entered upon a general investigation of the sub- 
ject of express rates in the state of Kansas, and had this matter under 
consideration of its members and rate experts for several months. After 
an extended hearing, an order was issued and made effective fixing and 
establishing express rates for application in Kansas, which average, 
upon merchandise shipments, from 16 to 20 per cent below the rates 
which were formerly in effect. 

A copy of the opinion and order of the Commission in this matter 
will be found in an appendix to this report. 

6. A general hearing was held upon the question of freight 
classification for application on Kansas business. After a full investi- 
gation, comparison and inquiry, the Commission issued an order adopting, 
for application in Kansas, Western Classification No. 52, with a number 
of amendments necessary to fully protect Kansas shippers. This case 
was one of the most important to shippers which the Commission has 
had under consideration. 

A copy of the opinion and order of the Commission in this matter will 
be found in an appendix to this report. 

7. Early in 1913 the carriers made application for permission to in- 
crease the minimum carload weight on grain products, cement, salt and 
various other commodities, upon shipments in this state. After investi- 
gation and consideration the application to increase the minimum car- 
load weights was denied. 

8. The Commission has made a number of investigations into the 
matter of coal rates, and after a very lengthy hearing and a personal 
examination of the physical and wage conditions under which coal is 
mined and transported, promulgated an order fixing the rates and es- 
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tablishing regulations relating to the same, and also establishing screen- 
ing regulations t<i be applied on shipments of coal from the Pittsburg 
district. An order was also made in the same case fixing the rates upon 
shipments of the same commodity from the Osage coal district. These 
orders effected a very substantial reduction in rates, especially from 
the Osage district. 

A copy of the opinion and order of the Commission in this matter will 
be found in an appendix to this report. 

9. The Conunission conducted a general investigation of the cement 
rates frcJm the gas belt in southeastern Kansas to various points in the 
state, and after a series of hearings made an order fixing rates on cement 
to apply to all parts of the state of Kansas. 

10. And order was issued by the Commission directing investigation 
to be made touching all the class and commodity rates now in effect in 
the state of Kansas. One hearing in this case was held before the Com- 
mission in the month of June, and a large amount of work has been done 
in preparation for the further hearing and investigation of the matter. 
This case involves the establishment of a general schedule of rates cov- 
ering all classes and commodities for application in this state. It is an 
investigation involving a great deal of labor and will necessarily re- 
quire some time for its further consideration. The Commission, upon the 
completion of this investigation, hopes to be able to adopt a general tariff 
covering rates on all classes and commodities which are named and de- 
scribed in the classification of freight. 

11. In July, 1914, applications were made to the Commission by the 
Kansas City, Mexico & Orient Railroad Company for a certificate of 
public convenience to authorize it to do business in Kansas; also,, for 
permission to issue stock and bonds, and to issue $6,000,000 in gold notes, 
to enable the receivers of the defunct Kansas City, Mexico & Orient Rail- 
way Company to pay off current indebtedness and to make necessary 
improvements and betterments upon its line. These applications 
amounted, substantially, to an effort to reorganize and rehabilitate the 
Kansas City, Mexico & Orient Railway Company, which had been for 
some time in the hands of receivers, and had been sold under order of 
the federal court. 

These applications involved new questions; new not only to this Com- 
mission, but, so far as we are informed, new to any Commission. They 
involved questions touching the proper policy to be adopted and carried 
out by the Commission in cases of railway reorganization. The com- 
pany claimed assets of the value of about $76,000,000; but the Commis- 
sion found the actual cash value of such assets to be between $25,000,000 
and $30,000,000. Upon this basis, a stock issue of $20,000,000 was au- 
thorized, and as the loan of $6,000,000 on two-year gold notes was abso- 
lutely essential to pay off indebtedness and make necessary improvements, 
this loan was authorized. But this loan could not be negotiated without 
the pledging of bonds as collateral security; and in view of that fact 
the Commission permitted the issue of bonds in the sum of $31,00^0,000 
for the purpose of securing the payment of the gold notes, and for no 
other purpose, and with the specific provision in the order that upon the 
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release of those bonds from such security they could not be sold, trans- 
ferred or hypothecated for any purpose whatsoever without the express 
sanction and upon the further order of the Commission. 

A copy of the opinion and order qf the Commission in this matter will 
be found in an appendix to this report. 

During the period covered by this report many questions of supreme 
importance to the shippers of Kansas, and affecting nearly every in- 
terest in the state, have been before the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion for consideration and action. 

Section 43 of the public-utilities act provides: 

"If any interstate rate, joint rate, fare, toll, charge, rule or regu- 
lation, classification or schedule of rates, joint rates, fares or tolls, is 
found to be unjust, unreasonable, excessive, unjustly discriminatory, or 
unduly preferential, or in violation of the interstate-commerce law, or in 
conflict with the rules, orders or regulations of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the Public Utilities Commission may apply by petition or 
other proper method to the Interstate Commerce Commission for relief." 

The Commission has deemed it to be its manifest duty to interpose, by 
proper proceeding before the National Coipmission, whenever the inter- 
ests of Kansas or of any considerable fraction of its people seemed to 
require such action. Efforts in this direction have brought forth very 
gratifying results, and exceedingly large sums, in the aggregate, have 
been saved to the people of the state by the interposition and action of 
this Commission before the Interstate Commerce Commission in cases 
and matters vitally affecting the agricultural and commercial interests 
of Kansas. 

In this connection, while bearing testimony to the industry and faith- 
fulness, in general, of the agents and employees of this department, the 
Commission desires to pay special tribute to the loyalty, care, ability and 
faithfulness of our commerce counsel, Hon. A. E. Helm. To his general 
ability as a lawyer, and his special and expert knowledge and experience 
in both state and interstate rate litigation, this Commission attributes 
very much of its success in securing from the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission a recognition of the right of this state to various important 
modifications and reductions in interstate rates. 

In relation to interstate litigation, as in state matters, space forbids 
more than a brief reference to some of the cases. 

1. The Mississippi river rate case. 

, On page 17 of the first report of this Commission mention was made 
of the pendency before the Interstate Commerce Commission of a com- 
plaint asking for the reduction of freight rates from the Mississippi 
river to Kansas points of destination, and a decision favorable to Kansas 
interests was confidently predicted^ This prediction has since been veri- 
fied. An order was made by the National Commission effecting a re- 
duction in class rates of about 12 per cent. The reduced rates were put 
into effect by the carriers, and the shippers are now receiving the benefits 
of the reduction. 

2. Suspension of proposed advance in flour rates from Kansas to 
California. 
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The carriers publifidied tariffs advancing the rates on flour 10 cents 
per hundred i)ounds from Kansas points to California points. The Com- 
mission filed a protest against these advances, and hearings were had at 
Kansas City, Mo., and San Francisco, Cal., and later at Chicago, 111., 
which were attended by the commerce counsel for the Commission. Briefs 
were prepared, printed and filed with the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, and later the case was argued before the full Commission in Wash- 
ington, following which that Commission made an order declining the 
proposed advances and ordering the tariffs carrying such advances can- 
celed, leaving the rates the same as before the filing of the new tariffs. 

3. Suspension of grain and flour rates from Kansas to Arizona. 

The carriers filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission tariffs 
advancing wheat rates from Kansas to Arizona points from 58 cents to 
$1.12 per hundred pounds. Protests were filed by this Commission 
against these advances, and hearings were had in Albuquerque, N. M. 
The cases were later heard before the full Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, upon briefs and arguments, at Washington, and an order made 
refusing the advance and directing the former rate of 58 cents per hun- 
dred pounds to be continued in effect. 

4. Reduction in flour rates from Kansas to Arizona. 

The Arizona Corporation Commission filed a complaint with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission asking for a reduction in the flour rates 
from Kansas to Arizona points. The Public Utilities Commission for 
the state of Kansas filed an intervening petition in this case, and actively 
participated in the hearings which were had at Phoenix, Ariz., and in 
oral argument before the Commission in Washington. An order was is- 
sued by. the Interstate Commerce Commission reducing the rates on 
flour from $1.12 to 65 cents per hundred pounds. 

5. Advance in lumber rates. 

The carriers filed tariffs proposing to advance rates on lumber 3% 
cents per hundred pounds from southern producing points in Texas, 
Louisiana and Arkansas to all points on the Santa Fe in Kansas. This 
Commission filed a protest against these advances. The rates were sus- 
pended and a hearing was later had at Shreveport, La. Briefs were 
filed, and an order was made by the Interstate Commerce Commission 
permanently suspending the advanced rates and ordering former rates 
retained. 

6. Advance in rates on canned apples. 

The carriers filed tariffs proposing to advance the rate 20 cents per 
hundred pounds on canned apples from northern Pacific coast points to 
Kansas points. Upon protest of this Commission the rates were sus- 
pended. A hearing was later had at Wichita and an order was made 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission permanently suspending the 
proposed advance in rates, and retaining in effect the former rates. 

7. Cancellation of storage-in-transit privileges upon butter, eggs and 
poultry. 

The carriers filed tariffs proposing to cancel all storage-in-transit 
privileges upon shipments of poultry,* butter and eggs from Kansas 
points to Pacific coast points and other western destinations. These 
privileges are very important to Kansas shippers, and if they had been 
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canceled it would have meant an increase of a great many thousands 
of dollars in freight charges upon shipments from Kansas. Upon re- 
quest of this Commission, the Interstate Commerce Commission sus- 
pended the tariffs, and, upon the case being called for hearing at To- 
peka, the carriers withdrew their tariffs and agreed to allow the privi- 
leges to remain in effect. 

8. Advance in rates on grain from Minnesota points to Kansas 
points. 

The carriers proposed to cancel all through rates applying on grain 
from points on the Great Northern Railroad in Minnesota to points in 
Kansas. Upon application of the Kansas Commission, the proposed 
rates were suspended, and later a hearing was had at Kansas City, and 
briefs have been submitted to the Interstate Commerce Commission. If 
the proposed rates had gone into effect it would have meant an advance 
in grain rates of from 6 to 12 cents per hundred pounds upon all ship- 
ments to Kansas originating upon the Great Northern in Minnesota. It 
was shown at the hearing that the Wichita Board of Trade had handled 
more than seven thousand cars of corn from this territory to Kansas 
since these rates were suspended by the order of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. Conservative estimates, based on the testimony, 
show that the suspension of those proposed rates during the corn im- 
portation consequent upon the crop failure of 1913 resulted in a saving 
to Kansas com buyers of at least $300,000 to $400,000. 

9. Advance in rates on grain, grain products and other commodities 
from Kansas points to seaboard east and south. 

In November, 1914, the carriers filed tariffs proposing to advance the 
through rates on grain, grain products and other commodities to sea- 
board points east and south. Such tariffs were to become effective De- 
cember 1, 1914. In view of the large quantity of grain and its products 
now in Kansas, to be moved within a few months, as well as in con- 
sideration of the effect of such proposed advances upon the future busi- 
ness of the state, all such advances were promptly protested. This Com- 
mission appeared before the Interstate Commerce Commission, where 
the protests were presented, and the effect of the proposed advances 
were briefly commented upon by our commerce counsel. The proposed 
advances were suspended until March 30, 1915, by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, pending investigation, and as a thorough investiga- 
tion is anticipated, a further suspension will no doubt be necessary. The 
suspension of the proposed advances will, at a conservative estimate, 
result in a saving in rates to the farmers and millers upon the grain 
and grain products remaining in Kansas December 1, and yet to be 
moved by rail, of not less than $360,000, and more probably $450,000. 

The above-enumerated cases are among the most important which 
have been presented to and determined by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission affecting Kansas shippers. The Mississippi river rate case 
V7as pending before the Interstate Commerce Commission at the time 
the present State Commissioners assumed office. All the other proceed- 
ings were instituted by the present Commissioners. 
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CASES PENDING BEFORE THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION. 

The cases pending before the Interstate Commerce Commission, in 
which the state of Kansas is interested, at this time are as follows : 

1. Reduction in rates from New Orleans to various jobbing points ii\ 
Kansas. 

The Commission has filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission a 
petition asking for a reduction of rates from New Orleans and Galveston 
upon a large number of commodities, including sugar, canned goods, rice, 
molasses, coffee, straw hats, fruits and a number of other staple articles 
produced in the southern territories and imported through New Orleans. 
This case is of very great importance to the jobbing cities of this state. 

2. Reduction of rates on apples. 

The Commission, in connection with the state commissions of Ne- 
braska, Iowa and Missouri, has presented to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission a petition asking for a reduction in rates on apples from 
points in Nebraska, Iowa, Missouri and Kansas to various destinations 
in eastern and southeastern territories. This case was assigned for hear- 
ing at St. Louis, Mo., testimony was taken in it, but no decision has yet 
been rendered. 

3. Cancellation of concentration-in-transit privileges upon poultry, 
butter and eggs. 

The carriers have refiled with the Commission tariffs proposing to 
cancel all concentration-in-transit privileges upon shipments of poultry, 
butter and eggs from Kansas points to all destinations. Upon protest 
from the Kansas Commission, the Interstate Commerce Commission has 
suspended the proposed tariffs, and a hearing will be had later upon the 
application of the carriers to cancel these privileges. 

4. Publishing of through rates on live stock from points on the Union 
Pacific Railroad, via Topeka, in connection with the Santa Fe and Rock 
Island lines to St. Joseph, Mo. 

The Kansas Conmiission has joined in a petition with the live-stock 
shippers of Kansas and St. Joseph, asking the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to order the carriers to establish and put into effect joint through 
rates on live stock from points on the Union Pacific in Kansas to St. 
Joseph which shall be the same as the present rates to Kansas City. 
Through rates, which are the same as the rates to Kansas City, are now 
published via all lines, except the Union Pacific, to St. Joseph. 

5. Suspension of proposed advances on grain, grain products and 
other commodities from Kansas points to the seaboard south and east. 

Mention has been made in another connection of the suspension by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission of the proposed advance in rates on 
grain, grain products and other commodities from Kansas points of origin 
to the seaboard south and east. This suspension was allowed for purposes 
of investigation. As the proposed advances in rates vitally concern the 
interests of Kansas producers, shippers and manufacturers, the Commis- 
sion will give to the investigation before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission its most careful consideration and attention, and will make every 
reasonable and proper effort to produce before that tribunal all evidence 
within its reach calculated to throw light upon the inquiry. 
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One of the duties originally imposed by law upon the Commission was 
to make such recommendations in respect to their acts and proceedings 
for the preceding biennium, and the relation of such acts and proceedings 
to the general prosperity of the citizens of the state, as may seem ap- 
propriate. This has been interpreted as calling for suggestions and 
recommendations touching needed alterations and amendments in the 
existing law. 

The legislature of 1913 appointed a joint committee of the senate and 
house of representatives, of which Hon. J. D. Joseph is chairman, to 
consider and report to the legislature of 1915 any needed changes in and 
amendments to the public utilities law. This legislative committee has 
held meetings in Topeka, and the Commission and its commerce counsel 
have made suggestions to the committee regarding what are deemed 
necessary amendments. 

We regard the appointment of this committee as the latest expression 
of legislative desire regarding the formulation of amendments to the 
existing law, and therefore omit in this report the customary recommenda- 
tions touching remedial legislation. 

We will, however, take pleasure in supplying all such information, 
suggestions and recommendations in a supplementary report if deemed 
necessary or desirable. 

The Commission wishes to say, nevertheless, in a general way, that 
we regard the existing public utilities law and supplementary legislation 
under which the Commission is acting as at least reasonably compre- 
hensive and efficient; that some amendments to it are desirable and even 
necessary; but that, in our opinion, no attempt should be made to re- 
write, recast and reenact the law, considered as a system. We believe 
that much better results can be attained by retaining the law in sub- 
stantially its present form and enacting amendments where demanded by 
necessity and experience. 



REPORT OF THE ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 

T. J. StbiokijEB, Engineer. 

The work of appraisal of the railroad properties of the state was con- 
tinued from the date as noted in tlie first report until January, 1914. 

On account of the limited force and the many other duties devolving 
upon the department, it was not possible to prosecute the work with as 
much vigor as was desired, but within that time the original appraisal of 
the property of the Union Pacific Railroad Company was completely 
checked; the inventory of the property of the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific Railway Company was checked in the field and a large part of 
the office compilation completed; and the appraisal of the property of 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy Railroad Company was' practically 
completed. 

In addition to the above, the compilation of the estimates involving 
right-of-way and real-estate quantities and values, and grading quanti- 
ties, for the following roads is in various stages of completion: 

Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company. 

Missouri Pacific Railroad Company.

Complete inventories of all physical property within the state have 
been filed by the St. Joseph & Grand Island Railway Company and the 
Kansas City, Mexico & Orient Railway Company. Partial inventories 
have been filed by the St. Louis & San Francisco Railroad Company and 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company. 

In December, 1913, all work in connection with the valuation of the 
railroad property within the state was terminated, and nothing further 
has been done in the matter except the preparation of a valuation of 
the property of the Anthony & Northern Railroad Company in connec- 
tion with the authorization of a stock and bond issue. 

The termination of the work of valuation of the railroad property 
within the state was the result of the action of Congress authorizing 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to undertake a physical valuation 
of all of the railroads within the United States. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has created a Division of 
Valuation, and has outlined such a full and detailed investigation in the 
matter that it is felt that — ^providing, first, that the work is completed 
within a reasonable time, and second, that no new conditions arise such 
as an application by the carriers for general passenger and freight tariff 
advances — ^the work of the State Commission would prove to be but a 
needless duplication. It is understood that the national appraisal will be 
made with a view to the ready segregation of the various values to the 
separate states. To the end that this Commission may be kept in com- 
plete touch with the situation, this department has endeavored to co- 
operate in every way possible with the Board of Engineers of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, and arrangements have been made whereby 
the results of the valuation of the Interstate Commerce Commission will 
be accessible to this Commission. 

NATURAL-GAS INVESTIGATIONS. 

The natural-gas situation has been one of the important problems be- 
fore the Commission; and in connection with the application of the re- 
ceivers for the Kansas Natural Gas Company for authority to raise 
rates, a valuation of the property was made by this department in 
January, 1913, and an investigation of the life and history of the indi- 
vidual wells of the field owned and controlled by this company was com- 
pleted at a later date. 

Since the original investigation additional gas areas within the states 
of Kansas and Oklahoma have been developed, and investigations made 
as a result of complaints in regard to the quality of gas furnished by 
several distribution companies have disclosed the very important fact 
that the chemical composition of the products from the various gas fields 
of this state varies within wide limits. 

The term "natural gas" is general and embraces any and all gas ob- 
tained from below the earth's surface. 
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The important element to be considered in connection with natural 
gas is its heat content, or, in other words, the number of British thermal 
units contained in each cubic foot. It is this quality which makes the 
gas valuable. Within certain limits, it may be said that the greater 
number of British thermal units per cubic foot in gas the more valuable 
it becomes for both heating and lighting purposes. 

There is no established standard for nautral gas, but what may be 
termed normal natural gas from the Kansas-Oklahoma fields contains 
from 900 to 1000 British thermal units per cubic foot. 

Investigation has shown that there are natural-gas wells in this state 
that produce gas containing less than 200 Britsh thermal units per cubic 
foot. This is not used by any of the pipe-line companies, as far as is 
known. There are other wells producing gas that contains about 550 to 
600 British thermal units per cubic foot. These wells are connected 
with the pipe lines supplying gas to certain Kansas cities. 

The natural-gas business is entirely different from the manufactured- 
gas business, and necessarily operates under conditions different in 
many respects. Many states have issued rules, regulations and standards 
for manufactured-gas service, but we know of no special investigation 
made in reference to operating conditions and service for natural-gas 
plants, nor of any regulations and standards applying thereto. 

It is hoped that the department will be able to continue its investiga- 
tions and study of the natural-gas situation, to the end that this Com- 
mission will be able to formulate rules, regulations and standards per- 
taining to the production and distribution of natural gas, that will be 
fair and equitable to all concerned. 

A large amount of data has already been accumulated, and much more 
will be obtained by means of the annual reports now required from the 
companies. 

AH chemical analyses made in connection with this work have been 
made by the University of Kansas, to whom credit is due for very ma- 
terial assistance. 

INVESTIGATIONS IN CONNECTION WITH APPLICATIONS FOR STOCK AND 

BOND ISSUES. 

The utilities law requires, among other things, that a company desiring 
to issue stocks or bonds shall furnish information to the Commission as 
to its assets and liabilities, the general purpose for which the stocks and 
bonds are to be issued, and a general description and estimated value of 
the property or services for which they are to be issued, and furthermore 
requires that the Commission certify that the information furnished has 
been ascertained to be true. 

In this connection, the engineering department has been called upon to 
make certain investigations as to the value and necessity of improvements 
to be bonded, and also as to the assets and liabilities of the companies 
making application. This work has been handicapped by the smallness 
of the force, but it is hoped that eventually a full and complete record of 
the physical property will be established of all utility companies issuing 
stock and bonds by authority of this Commission. 
—2 
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Herewith is a summary of the valuation made by this department of 
the property of the Anthony and Northern Railway Company in connec- 
tion with its application for authority to issue stocks and bonds. 

, INTERLOCKING PLANTS. 

In accordance with the authority vested in this Commission to approve 
interlocking plants, all railroad companies applying for approval of such 
plants have been required to file complete plans, including manipulation 
sheets, circuit plans, locking sheets and dog charts. 

No standard rules governing the construction and operation of inter- 
locking plants have as yet been issued, although the matter is now under 
consideration. 

The following plants located on the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railway have been approved : Winfield, Kiowa, Scott City, Harper. 

There are at present fifty-seven plants in the state, located as shown in 
the accompanying table. 

BRIDGES AND DAMS OVER NAVIGABLE STREAMS. 

The legislature of 1913 enacted a law requiring that all bridges, dams, 
dikes or obstructions of any kind located on navigable streams, except 
adjoining drainage districts, must be approved by this Commission, and 
all new construction work carried on under its supervision. If, as it be- 
lieved, all streams, title to the river bed of which is vested in the state, 
that is, meandered streams, are included within the meaning of the law, 
then there is opened to the Commission a very broad field of usefulness. 
Thfs would mean supervision over all structures in or over the following 
streams, except those parts adjoining drainage districts : 

The Kansas river from its mouth to a point on the west boundary of 
Dickinson county. 

The Arkansas river throughout its course within the state. 

The Republican river from its mouth to where its enters this state. 

The Neosho river from where it leaves the state to a point in section 29, 
township 26 south, range 18 east, in the southern part of Allen county. 

The Marais des Cygnes, or Osage, river from where it leaves the state 
to a point on the north line of township 20 south, range 24 east, in Linn 
county. 

The Big Blue river from its mouth to Blue Rapids, in Marshall county. 

Since the passage of the law twelve railroad bridges have been ap- 
proved by this department, and tentative plans and specifications covering 
major replacements for ninety-seven important highway bridges have 
been rejected because of improper design, and suggestions made as to 
what would be considered proper and would be approved in the case. 

Chapter 260 of the Session Laws of Kansas, 1913, empowered munici- 
palities, corporations and individuals to construct bridges, dams and 
obstructions across the navigable rivers of the state, upon conditions, in 
substance, that the plans and specifications therefor should be submitted 
to and approved by the Public Utilities Commission. 

In February, 1913, the Arkansas City Water and Power Company 
petitioned the Commission, asking approval of its plans and specifications 
for a dam across the Arkansas river near Arkansas City, and that its 
right to establish and maintain such dam be confirmed. 
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After proper notice to all interested parties was given, a public hear- 
ing was held in Arkansas City, testimony was introduced, findings of 
fact were made by the Commission, and an order was entered as prayed 
by the petitioners. In this order the rights of owners of private property 
to recover damages resulting from the flooding of such property by the 
maintenance of the dam were recognized and preserved. 

TRACK INSPECTION. 

Inspection has been made of a great many miles of railroad lines 
throughout the state, with a view to ascertaining the condition thereof 
and the standard of safety maintained. As a result of these investigations 
new rails have been laid, bridges repaired, ballast placed, and other 
betterments made, to the end that the safety of the traveling public, as 
well as that of the operating forces, has been materially increased. Most 
of these inspections have been made with motor cars furnished by the 
railroad companies. 

Inspection of the road and equipment of several of the interurban 
electric lines has also been made as a result of complaints filed, and in 
order to familiarize the Commission with current operating conditions. 

HIGHWAY CROSSING PROTECTION. 

Investigations with a view to improving the many dangerous railroad 
crossings in the state have not been carried on as extensively as could 
be desired, on account of lack of assistance, but such investigations as 
have been made, in which it was shown that protection was needed, have 
resulted in the installation of the proper means by the railroad companies 
without the necessity of a formal hearing. 

APPROVAL OF PLANS, SPECIFICATIONS AND ESTIMATES FOR EXTENSION OF 

WATERWORKS. 

The legislature of 1913 enacted a law whereby a city of the second 
or third class owning and operating its own system of waterworks, and 
desiring to improve and extend the same, can issue bonds to cover the 
cost without holding a bond election — providing the total indebtedness of 
the city does not exceed 15 per cent of its total assessed valuation, and 
the cost of the proposed improvements does not exceed 2 per cent of the 
total assessed valuation — on condition that the plans, specifications and 
estimates covering the improvements and additions are approved by the 
Public Utilities Commission. 

It is the policy of the department to require full detail working draw- 
ings, properly prepared specifications and detailed estimates of the cost, 
of the proposed work. With this information before it, full investigation 
is made as to the necessity, proper design and the reasonableness of the- 
estimated cost. 

Where investigation has shown that mistakes have been made along- 
these lines — ^that is, that certain proposed features are unnecessary, or 
on the other hand inadequate, that the design is at fault, or that the 
estimated costs are too high or too low — ^the city has been advised of the 
matter and required to correct the plans, specifications and estimates 
accordingly. In this way it is believed that much has been saved to the. 
municipalities. 
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Plans, specifications and estimates are approved only when they 
agree with what is considered the best interest of the city, and in this 
way a thorough technical check is afforded to the city itself. 

Plans, specifications and estimates of twenty-three of the cities of the 
state have been finally approved as shown in the table following. The 
application of one city was refused owing to the opinion of the Conct- 
mission that it did not come within the meaning of the act. 

A record is maintained of all bids received in connection with these 
improvements, and hence a very accurate check is afforded as to the 
reasonableness of the cost of new work. 

GENERAL CONSULTATION. 

This department has also been called into consultation by a number 
of the cities of the state in regard to various problems arising in con- 
nection with their water, gas and electric-light utilities. The problems 
presented have had to do with construction, operation and efficiency. In 
one case, after thorough examination, an informal opinion was rendered 
as to what was considered a reasonable price for one of the larger 
private water companies of the state. 

VALUATION. 

The valuation work of the department has been noted under previous 
headings, and embraces not only the railroad properties of the state, but 
the gas, water and electric utilities. 

Other work undertaken has included the investigation of certain rail- 
road accidents and examinations for track connection. 

PERSONNEL. 

The position of engineer to the Commission, in charge of all engineer- 
ing matters, was occupied by Mr. C. C. Witt until August 1, 1913, when 
he resigned to become district engineer. Division of Valuation, Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Mr. T. J. Strickler has occupied the position of 
engineer since that date.

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DIGEST OF CASES CONTESTED IN COURT. 



The Union Pacific Railroad Company and other plaintiffs vs. the Public 
Utilities Commission of Kansas; cases Nos. 8616, 8617, 8618, 8619, 
8620, 8621, 8622, 8623, 8624, 8625, and 8627, in the circuit cotirt of 
the United States, for the district of Kansas, first division. 

On September 5, 1907, the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the 
state of Kansas entered an order directing the various railroad com- 
panies in the above cases to put in and make effective, thirty days from 
date of said order, passenger rates upon all their lines within the state 
of Kansas of two cents per mile; saiid rates to remain effective until the 
termination of certain litigation in the state of Nebraska, involving the 
reasonableness and validity of two-cent fare in that state. 

On October 4 the various railroad companies filed their petitions in 
the above-entitled court, asking that a restraining order be issued re- 
straining the Board of Railroad Commissioners, the attorney of the 
Board and the attorney-general of the state of Kansas, and all persons 
within the state of Kansas who traveled upon said railroads, from claim- 
ing or asserting any right whatsoever under the said order of the Board. 
Later, on June 5, 1911, a stipulation was entered into between the various 
railroad companies and John Dawson, as attorney-general for the state 
of Kansas, whereby it was agreed that the various above-named cases 
should be passed until the conclusion of the cases pending in the state 
of Nebraska, above referred to. Sometime during the month of Feb- 
ruary, 1913, the cases in Nebraska were dismissed upon the application 
of the railroad companies, and upon motion filed in the district court the 
above-numbered cases were dismissed, and the carriers filed with Public 
Utilities Commission of the state of Kansas their applications for per- 
mission to publish their schedules of rates putting into effect two-cent 
fare per mile for passenger traffic over their various lines in the state 
of Kansas. These applications were granted by order of the Commis- 
sion, April 21, 1914, C. R. A. No. 280. 

The State of Kansas, ex rel. John Marshall, as attorney for the Public 
Utilities Commission of the State of Kansas, vs. The Wyandotte 
County Gas Company. 

This action was brought in the district court of Wyandotte county to 
enjoin the gas company from increasing the rates charged for gas in 
Kansas City and Rosedale from 25 cents to 27 cents per thousand cubic 
feet without any authority from the Public Utilities Commission for 
such advance. 

The district court enjoined the gas company from advancing its rates 
in said cities without the consent of the Commission. The gas com- 
pany appealed from this decision to the supreme court of the state, 
which court sustained the judgment of the district court so far as it 
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enjoined the gas company from advancing its rates in Kansas City, but 
modified the judgment as it applied to the furnishing of gas in Rosedale. 

The gas company appealed from the decision of the supreme court of 
the state to the supreme court of the United States. The case was 
finally decided by that court on January 5, 1914, affirming the judg- 
ment of the supreme court of Kansas and upholding the validity of the 
Kansas public utilities act, which prohibits common carriers and public 
utilities from changing their rates without the consent of the Public 
Utilities Commission. 

Pending the litigation in this case, the gas company collected the 
higher rates for gas delivered to their consumers in Kansas City, under 
bond requiring them to refund the excesses in case they were defeated 
in the courts. After the decision of the supreme court of the United 
States, the Wyandotte County Gas Company refunded to their patrons 
in Kansas City nearly $50,000 which had been collected by them under 
the advanced rates. 

This case was originally brought by Hon. John Marshall, attorney for 
the Public Utilities Commission, and was conducted by him in the district 
court and in the supreme court of the state of Kansas. The case was 
handled in the supreme court of the United States by Chairman Martin 
of the Commission, and its commerce counsel. Mr. Richard J. Higgins, 
city attorney for Kansas City, was associated as counsel in the proceed- 
ings had in all of the courts. 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company vs. the Public 
Utilities Commission of the State of Kansas; the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific Railway Company vs, the Public Utilities Commission of the 
State of Kansas; the Union Pacific Railroad Company vs, the Public 
Utilities Commission of the State of Kansas; the St. Liouis & San 
Francisco Railroad Company vs, the Public Utilities Commission of 
the State of Kansas; and the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway 
Company vs. the Public Utilities Commission of the State of Kansas; 
in the district court of the United States for the district of Kansas, 
first division. 

The legislature of Kansas, in 1905, enacted chapter 353 of the Ses- 
sion Laws of that year. That law fixes the maximum rates for the 
transportation of oil within the state of Kansas. These suits were 
brought by the complainants to have this statute declared to be so 
harsh, unreasonable and unlawful as not to be binding upon the com- 
plainants. Upon hearing, the cases were dismissed upon the ground that 
chapter 353 had been repealed by the passage of the public utilities law. 

The Union Pacific Railroad Company vs. The Public Utilities Commis- 
sion of Kansas; case No. 28,216, in the district court of Shawnee 
county, Kansas. 

On July 3, 1913, the Public Utilities Commission issued an order 
against the plaintiff in this case, establishing $1.20 as a just and reason- 
able rate per ton upon slack, nut and pea coal, in carload lots, from the 
Pittsburg coal district to ConXiordia, the rate then existing being $1.54 
per ton. 

The plaintiff filed its petition in the district court of Shawnee county, 
asking the court to restrain the Commission from enforcing its order, 
and an injunction was issued against the Commission. This case was 
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handled before the Public Utilities Commission by John Marshall, th«i 
attorney for the Commission, and Mr. Marshall was employed by the 
interests affected at Concordia to assist the attorney for the Commission 
in trying the case beforie the district court. A final hearing was had 
before the district court and the temporary injunction was made per- 
manent, from which decision the Public Utilities Commission appealed 
to the supreme court of the state, and, upon motion of the Commission, 
the case was advanced over other civil cases before the supreme court 
and set down for hearing on February 2, 1915. 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company vs. the Public Utili- 
ties Commission of Kansas; case No. 28,215, in the district court of 
Shawnee county, Kansas. 

This case is identical with the case above referred to, and is also 
pending in the supreme court of the state of Kansas, and set down for 
hearing February 2, 1915. 

The Missouri Pacific Railway Company vs. the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion of Kansas; case No. 28,900, in the district court of Shawnee 
county, Kansas. 

On July 10, 1914, the Public Utilities Conamission issued its order 
against the plaintiff in this case, requiring plaintiff to install, construct 
and maintain scales for the weighing of live stock at its station at Mich- 
igan, Kan., in accordance with chapter 255 of the Session Laws of 1913. 

On the 13th day of August, 1914, the plaintiff filed its petition in the 
district court of Shawnee county, attacking the constitutionality of said 
chapter 255 of the Laws of 1913. This case is still pending. 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company vs. the Public Util- 
ities Commission of Kansas; case No. 28,902, in the district court of 
Shawnee county, Kansas. 

This case is very similar to the one next above referred to, and at- 
tacks the constitutionality of the same chapter of the Laws of 1913. On 
July 14, 1914, the Public Utilities Commission issued its order requiring 
the plaintiff in this case to construct, install and maintain scales for the 
weighing of live stock at its stations at Welda, Kan., and at Lang, Kan. 

On August 13, 1914, the plaintiff filed its petition in the district court 
of Shawnee county, attacking the constitutionality of chapter 255 of the 
Laws of 1913, under authority of which the Commission issued said 
order, and a temporary injunction was granted restraining the enforce- 
ment of the Commission's order. That case is still pending. 

The Union Pacific Railroad Company vs. the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion of Kansas; case No. 28,914, in the district court of Shawnee 
county, Kansas. 

On the 9th day of July, 1914, the Public Utilities Conamission ordered 
the plaintiff, at its own expense, to construct, keep and maintain a farm 
crossing, either over or under the railway tracks of plaintiff, at the point 
designated in the complaint filed by T. I. Eddy, of Haverhill, Kan. This 
order was made under the authority contained in chapter 244 of the 
Laws of 1911. 

On August 12, 1914, the plaintiff filed its petition in the district court 
of Shawnee county, Kansas, attacking the constitutionality of the stat- 
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lite and denying the jurisdiction of the Commission, and asking the court 
to issue a restraining order against the Commission enforcing its order. 
A temporary restraining order was granted. The case is still pending 
in the district court of Shawnee county. 

The Union Pacific Railroad Company vs. the Public Utilities Commission, 
case No. 28,930; Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company va, 
the Public Utilities Commission, case No. 28,931; the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company va, the Public Utilities Commission, case No. 28,927; 
the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway Company vs. the Public Utili- 
ties Commission, case No. 28,929; the St. Louis & San Francisco Rail- 
road Company vs. the Public Utilities Commission, case No. 28,932; 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company vs. the Public 
Utilities Commission, case No. 28,928 — all in the district court of 
Shawnee county, Kansas. 

On July 28, 1914, the Commission issued an order establishing rates 
for the transportation of coal from what is known as the Osage coal' 
field to various points in the state of Kansas. The various above-named 
plaintiffs at various times during the month of August, 1914, filed ap- 
plications in the district court of Shawnee county, Kansas, praying the 
court to issue a restraining order preventing the Commission from en- 
forcing its order, and temporary restraining orders were issued in each 
of the above cases. At a later date the Osage county coal operators and 
representatives of the railway companies held a conference and entered 
into a stipulation by which they should ask the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion to modify its order in certain respects; and upon their application, 
made to the Commission, the order was modified according to the stipu- 
lation, and rates have already been established thereunder which are satis- 
factory to the Osage county coal operators. The stipulation above re- 
ferred to provides that all the above-named cases shall be by the carriers 
dismissed at their costs. 

The Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway Company vs. the Public Utilities 
Commission, case No. 28,661; the Union Pacific Railroad Company vs. 
the Public Utilities Commission, case No. 28,655; the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe Railway Company vs. the Public Utilities Commission, 
case No. 29,657; the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company 
vs. the Public Utilities Commission, case No. 28,656. 

These cases are known as the cement-rate cases, and all arise out of 
an order issued by the Public Utilities Commission on the 19th day of 
February, 1914, requiring the above-named plaintiffs to put into effect 
from Mildred, lola, Chanute, Humboldt, Independence, and Gas, Kan., to 
Kansas City, Leavenworth, and Atchison, Kan., a rate or joint rate of 
not to exceed six cents per hundred pounds for the transportation of 
cement in carload lots, with a minimum weight of 60,000 pounds, whether 
over two or more lines, the rates to intermediate points to be in no case 
greater than the destination rates to the above-named stations; and es- 
tablishing other rates for the transportation of cement. 

The above-named plaintiffs filed with the district court of Shawnee 
county their petitions asking that a temporary injunction be issued by 
said court restraining the Public Utilities Commission from enforcing 
its order. Later the Commission made an amended order establishing the 
same rate, and the various cement companies interested, to wit, the Ash 
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Grove Lime & Portland Cement Company, the Great Western Portland 
Cement Company of Kaiisas, the lola Portland Cement Company of Kan- 
sas, and the Monarch Portland Cement Company, filed their petitions on 
the 9th day of August, 1914, in the supreme court of Kansas, praying^ 
said court to issue an alternative writ against the above plaintiff com- 
panies, requiring them to forthwith execute the order of the Public 
Utilities Commission of the state of Kansas, and to proceed at once to 
publish and make effective the freight rate prescribed by the Public 
Utilities Commission in its said order; and an alternative writ of man- 
damus was issued by the supreme court. The Public Utilities Commission 
intervened and asked the supreme court of Kansas to retain jurisdiction 
of the said case and to issue a writ of prohibition against the district 
court of Shawnee county finally trying or determining said cases until 
the same should be tried by the supreme court of Kansas. 

The question of the supreme court retaining jurisdiction and issuing 
a writ of prohibition against the district court of Shawnee county has 
been finally submitted to the supreme court of the state, and a decision 
will probably be handed down on that question in January, 1915. 

The Union Pacific Railroad Company vs. the Public Utilities Commission, 
case No. 28,950; the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railway Company 
vs, the Public Utilities Commission, case No. 28,955, in the district 
court of Shawnee county, Kansas. 

On July 27, 1914, the Public Utilities Commission issued an order re- 
quiring the Union Pacific Railroad Company and the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe Railway Company to construct a switch track connecting 
their respective railways where they parallel each other at a point about 
twenty-six hundred feet east of the Union Pacific passenger station at 
Solomon City, Kan. 

On the 24th day of August, 1914, the above-named plaintiffs filed their 
petitions in the district court of Shawnee county, asking that a restrain- 
ing order be issued against the Public Utilities Commission preventing 
it from the enforcement of its said order. A temporary injunction was 
issued. The two cases are still pending. 

The State of Kansas, ex rel, H. 0. Caster, attorney for the Public Utili- 
ties Commission of Kansas, case No. 19,766, in the supreme court of 
Kansas. 

On June 8, 1914, the Commission received advice from the city clerk of 
Syracuse, Kan., that the Kansas Postal Telegraph-Cable Company had 
discontinued its office at that station, and on June 11, 1914, the attorney 
for the Commission called the attention of the superintendent of the tele- 
graph company to the fact that they were violating the law in so doing. 
On June 29 the Commission received a telegram from the city clerk of 
Syracuse to the effect that the Postal Telegraph Company was dismantling 
and removing its office ; and again, about the first of October, the officials 
of the city of Syracuse made informal complaint to the Commission that 
the Kansas Postal Telegraph-Cable Company had discontinued its service 
and dismantled its office at that point, and were refusing to reestablish 
the same. Whereupon, on the 17th day of October, H. O. Caster, as 
attorney for the Public Utilities Commission, filed his petition in the 
supreme court of the state of Kansas praying for an alternative writ of 
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mandamus, to be issued by the court against the defendant, requiring it 
to forthwith reestablish its telegraph ofl&ce and restore its telegraph 
service at Syracuse; and the court issued its alternative writ of mandamus 
as prayed for. This case is still pending in the supreme court of the state 
of Kansas. 

The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company vs. the Public 
Utilities Commission of the State of Kansas, case No. 28,917, in the 
district court of Shawnee county. 

On the 30th day of April, 1907, the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
of the state of Kansas entered an order requiring the Atchison, Topeka 
^ Santa Fe Railway Company, the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, 
the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company and the Union 
Pacific Railroad Company, within ninety days from the date of said order, 
to construct and maintain proper freight depots and freight terminal 
facilities upon their respective lines within their yards at Kansas City, 
Kan., and Argentine, Kan., as their respective lines run. 

Early in March, 1914, a complaint was filed with the Public Utilities 
Commission of the state of Kansas that such order of the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners had not been complied with. Accordingly, a hear- 
ing was had before the Commission at Kansas City, Kan., on the 22d 
day of April, 1914, and on the 20th day of May, 1914, the Cotnmission 
issued its order requiring the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway 
Company, within ninety days from the date thereof, to begin the erec- 
tion of a freight depot building within their yards at Kansas City, Kan., 
accessible to the public and reasonably sufficient and capable of receiving, 
storing, accommodating and handling all freight, inbound and outbound, 
received at such point. On the 13th day of August, 1914, the plaintiff 
iiled its petition in the district court of Shawnee county, Kansas, praying 
that a restraining order be issued by said court against the Commission, 
restraining it from enforcing its order, and a temporary injunction was 
granted. 

This case is pending in the district court of Shawnee county, but has 
been advanced upon the docket and will be tried before the first of the 
year. 

On the same date the Public Utilities Commission issued a like order 
against the Union Pacific Railroad Company, which order the railroad 
company has failed, neglected and refused to obey. The Commission 
, was ready to file its petition in the supreme court asking for mandamus, 
when it was assured by the railroad company that they would immedi- 
ately comply with said order. 

At the same time an order was issued against the Missouri Pacific 
Railway Company, and certain improvements were made, which they 
claim comply with the Commission's order, but the same have not yet 
been inspected and approved by the Commission. 

It looks now like the order of the Commission against the various 
railroad companies would be complied with without further litigation, 
and that proper depots would be constructed. 

The Emporia Telephone Company vs, the Public Utilities Commission of 
Kansas, case No. 28,948, in the district court of Shawnee county. 
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There has been considerable difference and some litigation between 
the Emporia Telephone Company and the city of Emporia, Kan., which 
was finally settled by the telephone company agreeing to pay to the city 
of Emporia, in lieu of all occupation tax, the sum of twelve hundred 
dollars per annum, the city agreeing to assist the telephone company in 
securing an order from the Public Utilities Commission authorizing 
the telephone company to raise its rates to its four-party-line subscribers 
from $1 to $1.25 per month. 

On the 23d day of July, 1914, the Public Utilities Commission made 
an order denying the application of the Emporia Telephone Company to 
so raise its rates. On the 22d day of August, 1914, the Emporia Tele- 
phone Company filed its petition in the district court of Shawnee county, 
praying that a restraining order be issued against the Public Utilities 
Commission restraining it from enforcing its order, and that a restrain- 
ing order be issued against John Dawson, attorney-general of the state 
of Kansas, restraining him from attempting to enforce against the tele- 
phone company the penalty prescribed by law for violation of the order 
of the Commission. Accordingly, temporary restraining orders were 
issued. 

This case is pending in the district court of Shawnee county and is 
set down* for hearing on the 14th day of December, 1914.
